Resolved: That the CoosCounty Com’rs beauthor- 
ized to bond the County of Coos for a sum not to exceed 
thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) and that such 
sum as may be needed be paid over to theSpecial Build- 
ing Committee for payment of said building and equip- 
ment as the same shall be needed; and that said bonds 
to mature at the rate of five thousand dollars annually 
beginning with the year 1917. 

It was moved and seconded that the Coos County 
delegation act favorably on Senate bill No. 47 providing 
for the increase of salary of the Judge of Probate to 
twelve hundred dollars.

Commissioners’ Report. 


To the Citizens of Coos County : 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, we herewith submit for your consideration 
our report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1913, together 
with a statement of the financial standing of thecounty 
and the report of the various county officers. 


County Farm and House of Correction. 


Mr. and Mrs. Edw. C. Fuller having served as super- 
intendent and matron of this institution for sixteen 
years, felt that they should not longer assume the 
responsibility and resigned to take effect April 1, 1913. 

We secured the services of Mr. and Mrs. Irving E. 
Bedell of Jefferson to fill the vacancy and we are confi- 
dent that they have endeavored to accomplish the end 
for which the institution was established: to furnish 
everything comfortable for the inmates, kindly care for 
the sick and perform the duties of their positions in a 
businesslike manner. 

The sick have been cared for by a trained nurse 
under the.direction of Dr. G. W. Barbour. 


County Poor Away from Farm. 

Under this head are the county poor who are aided 
in their homes rather than at the farm, and in most 
cases are people who have children to support. Giving 
aid to this class is a problem that requires a personal 
investigation in every case to determine whether or not 
those seeking help are deserving of it, as there are those 
who seek help making little or no effort to earn their 
own living or to provide for those dependent upon 
them. While we stand ready at all times to spend the 
county’s money in deserving cases, we try to guard 
against being trapped by those not deserving. 
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Support of Dependent Children. 


This account continues to increase each year and is 
gviving the commissioners a great deal of trouble, for 
placing children in suitable homes means as far as_pos- 
sible a personal investigation and this requires time. 
With the increase in population we can hardly look for 
any improvement in this department. 

During the year we paid and retired county bonds 
to the amount of $5000.00 leaving $15,000.00 of the — 
Berlin Court House bonds outstanding. We also wish 
to call attention to the fact that a reduction has been 


made in the county taxes of $10,000 for the years 1913 
and 1914. 


Yourt expenses (over which we have no control) 
have increased this past year, and we fear that the 
court expenses for the year 1914 will be the heaviest for 
many years if not in the history of the county. 

We have inserted in the first part of this report a 
copy of the records of the proceedings of the last county 
convention held at Concord during the last session oi 
the legislature as required by law, which will explain 
itself. 

The building committee on the new jail and house 
of correction advise us that the new building will be 
completed in April. This building was badly needed. 
It has been almost impossible to handle the large num- 
ber of prisoners that we have had the past year in our 
present quarters. 

Your commissioners desire to publicly thank the 
selectmen and overseers of the poor and all who in 
many ways have rendered their valuable assistance. 
We have labored hard to perform the duties involved 
upon us and to see that the taxpayers of the county 
received full value for every dollar expended.

Gentlemen :—I respectfully submit to vou the report 
of physician to Coos County Farm for the year 1914. 

With a few exceptions the deaths have been due to 
chronic diseases or conditions incident to old age. 

There have been a few cases of acute disease, all of 
which made rapid recovery. 

The general health of the inmates has been very 
good, and the feeling among them has been that of 
appreciation in the most part. The advantage of a 
resident trained nurse is very noticable in caring for the 
helpless and in treating cases that would otherwise be 
impossible to treat satisfactorily. 

The sanitation in and around the buildings has 


been excellent.

When I took office on April 1, 1913, there were five 
State cases pending. 

At the April Term 19138, the Grand Jury returned 
five indictments:

Charles Luska and Vatstoro Gabitoski, indicted for 
being present at a place resorted to for gambling, plead 
not guilty and their cases were continued.

The cases of State vs. Luska and Vatstoro Gabit- 
osky, continued from the April Term, were tried and the 
respondents were acquitted. 

The case of State vs. Gulbin, who was indicted at 
the September Term, 1912, for keeping a disorderly 
house, was tried and the respondent was convicted. 
The Court imposed a fine of $25.00 and costs and sen- 
tenced Gulbin to sixty days in the House of Correction, 
to be suspended during good behavior. 

In the case of State vs. Ahner, the respondent plead 
cuilty and was sentenced by the Court to a term at the 


State Prison. 

In the case of State vs. Lindsay, the respondent 
plead guilty to larceny and his case was continued for 
sentence. 

In the case of State vs. Cameron, who was indicted 
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for cheating and defrauding, Cameron plead not guilty 
and his ease was continued. 

In the case of State vs. The Town of Colebrook 
indicted for defective road, the town appeared and the 
case was continued. 

Of the five cases on the docket April 1, 1913, all 
have been disposed of but one. 

There have been a number of cases in the different 
Police Courts but these have been disposed of without 
being appealed to the Superior Court.

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Auditors’ Report. 


We hereby certify that we have carefully examined 
the foregoing accounts of the County Commissioners, 
Treasurer and Superintendent of the County Farm, and 
find them all correctly kept and the sums paid out 
properly vouched for; and thatthe sums charged there- 
in for articles purchased are according to the market 
value and that such articles have been used for the ben- 
efit of the county. 

We do not, however, agree that the net indebted- 
ness of the county is only $9,503.75, as shown by the 
financial statement of the Treasurer and the Commis- 
sioners. Our computation shows it to be $45,000.00, 
being the amount of the outstanding bonded indebted- 
ness, which is taken from their books and from their 
financial statement as set forth in their report.

Deducting the assets from the liabilities 
leaves a balance of $9,503 75 


which is claimed as the net indebtedness 
of the county. 
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A large part of the cash on hand was received from 
‘the bonds issued for building the jail at the County 
Farm, now and for some time, in process of construc- 
tion, and must be used for that purpose not in pay- 
ment of any part of the bond issue. Consequently, the 
building of the jail referred to will absorb $30,000 of 
the cash on hand, less what payments of cash that 
have already been made on that account, which amount 
to $10,000. While it is true that the County will have 
the building in heu of the cash, still the bond issues will 
be outstanding and unpaid. After deducting the cost 
of the jail from the cash on hand, the balance will have 
to be used in paying the outstanding County orders 
shown to be $3,082.82, and the current expenses of 
the County, until the taxes of 1914 are paid into the 
County Treasury, which, according to past experience 
no part of which will be paid earlier than August 1914. 

Thus it will be seen that no part of the cash on 
hand will, or can be, applied in payment of the out- 
standing bonds. Consequently the net indebtedness of 
the County must be the amount of the two bond issues, 
p+t5,000.
